properly cooked , is a succulen t d ish 
th a t will regale the must d elicate taste. 
This part, very stran gely, is tin * lirst 
join t of the leg below the kn ee, wln eli 
on e would suppose to he the toughest 
portion of the an imal. 
To prepare the 
join t a hole three feet d eep is d ug in 
the earth, an d the sid es of it are baked 
hard by mean s of large live coals. .Must 
of the coals are then taken out, an d the 
elephan t's foot is placed in the rud e 
oven . 
The hole is then filled with d irt, 
tightly packed , an d a blazin g tire is 
built on top, which is kept n plen ished 
for three hours. The foot is thus even ly 
baked ,

stron g, tough meat fiber, it is of a ge­ 
latin ous con sisten cy that may be eaten 
with a spoon .

It was then shown that 
solid metals may bo mad e to mix th em ­ 
selves as if the atoms were livin g crca 
tures. 
Professor Roberts-Austen has, in fact, 
d iscovered pieces of metal en gaged in 
the very act of m ixin g themselves up 
on e with the other. Of course the in ter­ 
est of this is that the in terd iffusion of 
w hich we speak has been foun d to take 
place when the metals were cold , an d , 
though this property in metals, to be 
capable of attachin g themselves on e to 
the other when cold , has been talked 
about before, n othin g so clearly proved 
has hitherto been 
at 
the service of 
m etallurgists an d chemists as the facts 
ad d uced by Professor Roberts-Austen . 
He shows that w hen clean surfac* s of 
lead an d gold are held together in the 
absen ce of air at a temperature of 40 
d egrees for four d ays they un ite firmly 
an d can on ly he separated b\T a force 
equal 
to on e third 
of 
th** 
breakin g 
strain of tin * lead . 
The professor hits 
also proved that if u plate of gold be 
laid un d er on** of 
load about three- 
ten ths of an in ch thick in three d ays 
gold will have risen an d d iffused itself 
to the top of the other metal in very 
appreciable qua n tity.— Colliery Guar 
d ial).

GEM SCULPTURE. 


S om eth in g About th e M aking of Cameo» 
mikI Intag lio« . 
G**ru sculpture, or lithoglyptics, is 
an art cf great an tiquity, havin g been 
practiced .y the Babylon ian s, the E gyp­ 
tian s, t h<j Hebrews an d 
the Greeks. 
A fterw ard it san k in to d ecad en ce, 
but 
in th e fifteen th cen tury was revived in 
Italy. 
It is an art that calls for gr*at 
elegan ce of taste an d m u c h skill, for on 
a sm all ston e, gen erally precious, d e­ 
sign s are represen ted either in raised 
work, as cameos, or by b ein g c u t below’ 
the surface, as in taglios 
To cameos the term “ m in ute sculp­ 
t ur e ” is in d eed applicable, for sin ce 
the d ays of Greek art celebrated statues 
have been copied in this way. The first 
in taglios were the scarabs, or beetle 
J shaped sign ets, worn in rin gs by the 
Egyptian s from a very remote period 
On e sid e of the ston e was shaped like a 
beetle, the other sid e was flat, an d the 
n am e of tix* kin g or wearer was cut i n ­ 
to it. 
A hole was then d rilled in the 
, ston e from en d to en d , an d through it a 
stron g wire was passed to hold it in 
position in a rin g. 
The flat or seal sid e 
was always worn n ext to the fin ger, but 
when used as a seal it was turn ed . 
In 
the 
art of gem 
sculpture the 
Greeks excelled ¡»11 pred ecessors. 
The 
Etruscan s, 
con temporary 
w ith 
the 
Greeks, also attain ed excellen ce in gem 
cuttin g, an d it is said that “ on these 
early gems of E truscan or Greek origin 
may be read as in a book the forms of 
their religion aud the subjects of popu­ 
lar in terest in politics, son g an d fable 
for cen turies. ” 
U n d er Augustus gem sculpture flour­ 
ished am on g the Roman s, m an y of them 
possessin g cameos an d in taglios of great 
value, an d cabin ets of costly gems be­ 
came n umerous. 
It is said th a t Cmsar 
sen t six cabin ets of rare gems to the 
temple of Ven us. 
There are m an y fin e cameos an d in ­ 
taglios in the British museum. 
A mon g 
tlx* fin est of them accessible to the p ub­ 
lic are the “ Cupid an d Goose” in taglio, 
the “ Dyin g A m a z o n ,” the “ L a ug h in g 
F a w n , ” “ Bacchus” on red jasper, an d 
the “ Julius Caesar” of Dioseurid es. 
In 
mod ern times gem sculpture has reached 
a high state of perfection an d beauty.

Maxwell, on e of the very greatest of 
n in eteen th cen tury physicists, regard ­ 
in g the existen ce of ¡in all pervad in g 
pi* iiuui in the un iverse in w hich every 
particle of tan gible m a tte r is immersed . 
An d this verd ict m ay be said to express 
the a ttitud e of the en tire philosophical 
world of our d ay. 
W ithout exception 
the authoritative physicists of our time 
accept this plen um ¡is a verity an d re a ­ 
son about it with somethin g of the same 
con fid en ce they m an ifest in speakin g of 
“ p on d erable” m a tte r or of en ergy. It is 
true there are those amon g them who 
are d isposed to d en y th a t this all per­ 
vad in g plen um m erits the n am e of m a t ­ 
ter, but that it is a somethin g, an d a 
vastly im portan t somethin g at that, all 
are agreed . W ithout it, they allege, we 
should kn ow n othin g of light, of rad ian t 
heat, of electricity or magn etism. W ith­ 
out it there would probably he n o such 
thin g as gra v ita tio n — n ay, they even 
hin t th a t w ith o ut this stran ge some­ 
thin g, ether, there w ould be n o such 
thin g as m a tte r in th** un iverse. If these 
con ten tion s of the mod ern physicist are 
justified , then this in tan gible ether is 
in comparably the most 
im p o rta n t as 
well as the “ largest an d most un iform 
substan ce or bouy” in tlx* un iverse. Its 
d iscovery m ay well be looked upon as 
the most im portan t feat of our cen tury.
